Do you think that there might 
be something in my life or in my sister's life that 
He is holding back till He has drawn us closer 
to Him? I heard a minister say one time that God 
will answer our prayer if He sees fit. How do you 
explain this? I know and believe that God can heal. 
God does not change, and I read in Week/y Unity 
that God does heal. Why, then, has my sister not 
been healed. She is a good person, and I would 
love to see her well. I wish you would give me 
some enlightenment on this subject. 

Answer: We stand steadfast in the faith that 
God's love provides for every need of His chil- 
dren. His love provides fulfillment for all that 
we take to Him in prayer. In this faith we are 
praying with you for your sister’s complete and 
perfect healing. 

We cannot explain why one answer to prayer 
comes swiftly while another may be delayed, for 
we do not yet understand all experience or know 
what stands between man and his good. But where 
understanding is lacking, faith shines as a lamp 
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in the darkness, lighting the way into the very 
heart of God, where all good lies. 

When doubts assail you, pray. When fears be- 
set you, pray. When questions clamor for atten- 
tion and discouragement knocks at the door of 
your heart, pray. Prayer will rekindle the lamp of 
your faith and keep your feet on the path that 
leads straight to the heart of God. In the great 
heart of God there is compassion for all His 
children.

Question: What shall I pray for? I am a young 
man who chose a profession in which one has 
to wait a long time before he reaches the top, 
and I just can not wait till I have an income that 
enables me to buy a car, to marry and have a 
home. Is there a short cut I can take? I like to 
work hard, but in my job you simply need a cer- 
tain age plus someone who can give you a “break.” 

Friends of mine have jobs in which they move 
along quicker and in which they are able to show 
the results of the plus work they are able to give. 
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However, I would not like to change jobs and do 
another kind of work only because it pays more. 
What shall I pray for? 

Answer: All through life you will have deci- 
sions to make. You will have to choose what it is 
that you really want from life. In choosing your 
particular profession apparently you did not 
choose it for the ultimate money you hoped to 
earn, since the idea of changing jobs for the sake 
of money alone does not appeal to you. When 
you think about your profession think about the 
reasons you had for choosing it and ask yourself 
if the wait for advancement is worth while. If 
your answer is yes, then by all means we would 
tell you to pray for patience and wisdom. 

Nothing is quite so satisfying in life as a feeling 
that we are learning and growing, that we are de- 
veloping our powers and abilities, that we are 
contributing something worth while to mankind. 
If your work gives you this feeling, you are for- 
tunate indeed. If it does not, perhaps what you 
really need to pray for is a new understanding of 
yourself and your work. 

In any profession, in any line of work, it is not 
patience alone that counts; it is the living, vital 
effort we put forth. There are, of course, many 
professions that call for long years of preparation, 
that call for a gradual, sometimes a slow, build- 
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up, and the profession you have chosen may be 
one of these. The only one who can decide if the 
waiting is worth while is you yourself. As you 
examine your heart and mind, as you revaluate 
your work, as you think ahead to what you really 
want to be and to attain, you, and you alone, will 
be able to say if you are in your right place. 

If you are in your right place, you will be able 
to adjust yourself to the idea of foregoing for the 
present some of the things that a better-paying job 
might provide in order to attain your ultimate 
goal. 

We would not advise you to stay where you 
are merely to prove your ability to be patient; we 
would not advise you to stay where you are for 
any reason other than it is what you want to do 
and you feel that there are opportunities for your 
growth and unfoldment. 

Wherever you are, whatever you do, let go of 
the idea that your good depends on your age, on 
the “breaks” that someone else gives you, and 
place your faith in God's Spirit within you as the 
source of your prosperity and success. We cannot 
guarantee any short cut to prosperity, but we do 
know that faith in God, faith in oneself and in 
the development of one’s own powers and abilities 
cannot help but bring success and its attendant 


prosperity.
